1 . I, George P. Williams, do declare and state: 

2. I am one of the joint inventors of the above-identified application and I contributed 
significantly to the subject matter of each of Claims 7-14 currently pending in such application. 

3. My co-inventor, Brandon D. Tusing, and I first discussed the invention of the above- 
identified application on October 18, 2002. 

4. On January 1 1, 2003, Brandon D. Tusing and I prepared an Invention Record 
describing our invention, which we called "The Unique Beeper". We had the Invention Record 
signed by a witness. A copy of the Invention Record is attached to this Declaration. 

5. The invention described in the Invention Record includes the subject matter of each 
of Claims 7-14 currently pending in the above-identified application. 
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6. I contacted Donald Satina, a Patent Attorney, to find out whether this invention was 
patentable. 

7. Mr. Satina performed a Preliminary Novelty Search and delivered the results to me in 
March of 2003, along with an estimate of the cost to file a patent application. 

8. Brandon Tusing and I modified one of my motorcycles according to the invention 
using a beeper from Radio Shack. The modification was completed and fully functional by April 
of 2003. The embodiment of the invention installed on the motorcycle included the subject 
matter that is in currently-pending Claims 7 and 9-11. 

9. Mr. Satina delivered a draft patent application to me on May 17, 2003. 

10. Mr. Satina visited my office at Unique Vehicles, 3920 Perm Avenue, Pittsburgh, PA 
in July 2003 to discuss the patent application and drawings. 

11. Mr. Satina submitted a revised draft to me in August 2003. 

12. 1 met Mr. Satina in September 2003 in McKees Rocks to discuss the application and 
drawings. 

13. Mr. Satina came to my office at Unique Vehicles on October 11, 2003. Brandon 
Tusing and I signed the Declaration and the Power of Attorney for the above-identified 
application. 

14. The above-identified patent application was filed on October 14, 2003. 

15. Mr. Satina showed me U.S. Patent No. US 6,975,216 B2 in the name of Tharman et 
al. The filing date of this application was June 4, 2003. 

16. As described above, by the filing date of Tharman et al. on June 4, 2003, Brandon 
Tusing and I had invented the subject matter of the above-identified patent application, created a 
prototype, contracted a Patent Attorney, Mr. Satina, to prepare a patent application, reviewed a 
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draft patent application and were diligently working on perfecting the patent application for 
filing.
